THE PHOTOGRAPHER 


Meet Sam, the lesser-spotted Pelly. Sam is the brother of Guy - Prince 
William and Harry’s mate - but he’s radically different from his clubbable^ 
little brother.

Everyone was slightly pigeonholed 
and I became angry with the whole system.’ So, after Stowe, Sam went 
travelling.

him. ‘The cameraVas always a tool to get nie into 'other worlds^ 
to show that there wasn’t just this privileged, English world. And

Poet Stephen Spender had a voracious fkxi-sexual appetite and was 
fiiends with the 20th century’s cleverest bohemians — now his son, 
Matthew Spender, has written a hook about Rowing up with this 
fast-living set Matthew Bell meets the sculptor in his Tuscan idyll

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T his is an incredibly 
indiscreet book,’ 
says Matthew 
Spender, sucking on 
his umpteenth cigarette of the 
morning. We are in the piazza 
in Asciano, a small town in 
Tuscany half an hour’s drive 
from his home in San Sano. 

Matthew is usually described 
as a sculptor or a painter, or as 
the son of the poet Sir Stephen 
Spender. But he is also a talented writer and 
has just completed his third book, A House 
in St Johns Wood. It is the first truly frank 
biography of his father, a passionate and 
politically minded poet and activist of the 
mid-20th century whose reputation was fiercely 
guarded by his wife. Lady Spender, until she 
died nearly five years ago. Matthew began 
writing it within days of her death and describes 
it as a nip-in-the-bud kind of book’, covering 
all the scandalous stuff before anyone else can. 

Because apart from being a poet and an 
intellectual, Stephen Spender was at the 
intersection of all the most fascinating social 
circles of the last century. He was a friend 
of WH Auden and Christopher Isherwood, 
and the three writers became so thick with 
each other in the Thirties that Evelyn Waugh 
griped they had ganged up and captured 
the decade for themselves’. He hung out with 
Allen Ginsberg, raised money for a 1 9-year- 
old Dylan Thomas and counted TS Eliot, 

WB Yeats, Raymond Chandler and Jean-Paul 
Sartre among his friends. He was also a 
promiscuous homosexual. Who cares, you 
might say, that he was romping around 
with men - but this was well before it was 
decriminalised and after his second marriage, 
to Natasha Litvin, a concert pianist of 
Lithuanian-Jewish descent. She preferred to 
keep up appearances, although the truth, as 
everyone else could see, was different. An 
Italian would never write a book like this,’ says

Matthew. ‘Nobody here would ever start 
talking about their parents’ sex life after their 
death. The English are happy to let everything 
rip, whereas when someone dies here, they are 
surrounded with a kind of halo.’ 

The curious thing about Matthew, 70, is 
that he doesn’t seem bothered by his father’s 
infidelities — he’s more angry with his mother 
for being such a 
Hyacinth Bucket. He 
portrays her as a snob, 
a woman who, when her 
husband confessed to 


all his affairs early on, 
simply said, ‘Now we 
can turn the page.’ She 
wrote a memoir, but 

Matthew says it is unreadable, because it is 
simply a litany of names and any emotional 
issue is dealt with in just a few sentences. ‘Mum 
enjoyed being Lady Spender and was good 
at it,’ he says. She and Matthew’s wife Maro 
never hit it off. Maro’s idea of a conversation, 
says Matthew, is to lob a controversial statement 
into the air and wait for the fallout. Among 
other expats in Italy, she has a reputation for 
being forthright. He recalls asking her to switch 
off her instinct for contradiction when they 
went to visit his parents. ‘I can’t,’ she said. 
‘Conversation is supposed to be a ping-pong. 
But with your parents it’s all ping and no pong.’ 

Matthew met Maro Gorky, 72, the eldest 
daughter of the Armenian-American artist 


Bertoluccis Stealing 
Beauty was inspired 
by Matthew and 
Maro’s life in Tuscany 


Arshile Gorky and a painter herself, as a 
teenager and has lived with her ever since. 
They moved to Italy in 1968 and by all 
appearances are living the Chiantishire dream 
— beautiful house, plenty of good food and wine, 
a vivacious social life. Except they don’t hang 
out with Britons. ‘I loathed Tony Lambton,’ 
he says, referring to the late Lord Lambton, who 
lived in dog-eared splendour at Villa Cetinale 
until 2006. ‘We had one or two absolutely 
disastrous lunches and then agreed never to 
see each other again.’ Like Lambton, who was 
fleeing a scandal, Matthew came to Italy in 
self-imposed exile. ‘My background is extremely 
complicated,’ he says. ‘I needed to get away. 

I didn’t expect to stay for 45 years. But children 
are born and you start working and it’s very 
difficult to leave afterwards.’ 

Maro was perhaps also escaping her parents: 
her mother was the Boston-born beauty 
and painter Agnes 
Magruder, nicknamed 
‘Mougouch’ (‘little 
mighty one’ in Armenian) 
by Gorky; Agnes’s father 
was an American naval 
attache, so Agnes was 
educated in Washington, 
The Hague and 

Switzerland, and got into communism while 
in Shanghai. Aged 16, she was, according 
to Hannah Rothschild, caught in flagrante 
delicto with a sailor and ‘packed off to America 
in disgrace with 1 00 dollars and a suitcase 
full of ballgowns’. She ended up in New York 
as a typist for the communist magazine China 
Today, then met Gorky at a party given by 
Willem de Kooning, the Dutch-American 
abstract expressionist. 

Matthew and Maro’s farmhouse is the 
culmination of their rich artistic heritage, a 
visual orgy that has been likened to Gharleston, 
the home of Duncan Grant and Vanessa Bell 
and nexus of the Bloomsbury Set, with its 
handpainted furniture and frescoed walls. ^

<1 Bernardo Bertolucci s 1 996 film Stealing 
Beauty was inspired by their life in Tuscany 
- Bertolucci is a friend and Maro was at school 
with Bertolucci s wife, Clare Peploe. The film 
tells the story of an American teenager, played 
by Liv Tyler, who stays at the Tuscan home 
of a sculptor and friend of her late mother, a 
poet. Although the plot was not based on 
real events, the films vibe clearly reflected the 
bohemianism of the Spender-Gorky household. 
Their life there was also the subject of Matthews 
first book. Within Tuscany , while his second, 
published in 2001, was a biography of Arshile 
Gorky. ‘That’s it for writing books,’ he says. 
‘Those are the three I’ve got in me.’ 

The creative impulse has been inherited by 
Matthew’s daughters, Saskia, 45, and Cosima, 
43: Saskia, who is based in London, describes 
herself as ‘an artist who works on the home’ 
and Cosima is a documentary-maker - she 
made a film about her 
grandmother and has 
just finished another 
about the Palio horse 
race in Siena. Matthew’s 
sister Lizzie is married 
to Barry Humphries 
(they married in 1990; 
she’s his fourth wife), 
and there is a sense that the Spenders are 
bohemian royalty, inhabiting a world in which 
everyone is an artist or related to each other. 
There’s a moment in the book when Matthew 
describes a conversation with Mougouch, in 
which her social world and his parents’ seem 
to overlap with dizzying effect - Mougouch 
had casually remarked she knew that Encounter^ 
the magazine Stephen Spender founded and 
edited, was funded by the CIA. ‘This was 
what Maro and I used to call a “short circuit”, 
meaning one of those moments when her 
world and my world turned out to be too 
intimately connected.’ They have always resisted 
getting caught up in a social vortex, here and 
in Italy. ‘It always made me uncomfortable,’ 


he writes. ‘I didn’t want us all to be riding along 
in the same machine.’ 

Matthew says there is an annoying tendency 
to define people by one thing they do, whereas 
he enjoys painting, writing and sculpting in 
equal measure. He certainly writes well, and 
the book is full of juicy material, not surprising 
given his father’s flirtations with so many worlds. 

Stephen Spender was born in 1909 and had 
a bourgeois upbringing in Hampstead. As a 
young man he was liberated, writes Matthew, 
by his friend WH Auden’s ‘extraordinary 
matter-of-factness about sex’, so at Oxford, 
and then in Berlin in the Thirties, Spender 
led a promiscuous, guilt-free life. It seems 
that Auden took Spender’s virginity, but what 
of Isherwood? ‘I don’t think he and Christopher 
had an affair,’ says Matthew, ‘but they 
shared lovers and had a tremendously male 
homosexual world in Berlin.’ In fact. Spender 
was bisexual, or 
omnisexual. As he put 
it in a letter to Isherwood 
in 1934: ‘I find boys 
much more attractive, 
in fact I am rather more 
than usually susceptible, 
but actually I find the 
actual sexual act with 
women more satisfactory, more terrible, more 
disgusting and, in fact, more everything.’ 
Recently, Matthew and Lizzie consigned for 
sale at auction a cache of flirtatious letters 
between Stephen and a teenage Lucian Freud, 
written between 1939 and 1941, which 
some say suggests an affair. 

His love life was complicated: in 1933, 
he fell in love with Tony Hyndman 
and they lived together from 1935 
to 1 936, when he met Inez Pearn, 
whom he then married. At one 
stage, all three were living 
together, although the marriage 
collapsed in 1939, and by 1941, 
when he married Natasha 


Litvin, he was seeking a more conventional 
domestic arrangement. 

Matthew describes his father as ‘a very good 
conversationalist with immaculate manners, 
who told very good stories’. But he was detached 
from the social life he created; he was slightly 
Establishment and yet very much not. 
Matthew recalls being taken to his club for 
lunch when he was 12, and precociously saying 
to his father: ‘I don’t really see why you’re in a 
club like this. You don’t seem to have anything 
in common with these people... I can’t see that 
you have anything in common with anybody.’ 

Was he aware that Stephen was different to 
other fathers? ‘Yes. Children know everything,’ 
he says. Even about sex? ‘You don’t understand 
sex, but you know that sex is there as part of the 
equation. Children can handle it as long as 
the house is there, as long as Mummy loves 
Daddy and the house is a stable environment. I 
was always aware that Dad’s life was ambiguous.’ 

Out of loyalty to his mother, he resisted 
his father’s attempts to make an ally of him. 
And he wasn’t entirely comfortable with the 
homosexual world. When his father, lamenting 
the death from AIDS of his lover Bryan Obst, 
remarked that the disease was the worst thing to 
have happened in his lifetime, Matthew snapped 
back: ‘Worse than the concentration camps? 
Worse than the Second World War?’ Stephen 
replied: ‘Yes. Because AIDS stops people from 
doing what they like with their bodies, and 
that freedom is the first of all freedoms.’ 

But Matthew respects his father’s position, 
and saves his disapproval for his mother. When 
John Sutherland, critic and emeritus professor 
of English at University College London, wrote 
a biography of Spender in 2004, she would sit 
next to him as he went through archives. ‘And if 
she saw John reading a compromising letter, 
she’d take it from him and say, “I don’t think 
we have to worry about that.’” She even took 
a cut of his commission, he says. ‘How dare she!’ 

For all the bohemianism, Matthew Spender’s 
love life, and presumably his sex life, have 
been refreshingly simple. He has been married 
to one woman for over 50 years. ‘The one-night 
stand for me is out,’ he writes. ‘It’s permanence 
or bust.’ For Maro’s part, her fidelity is based 
on a rejection of the chaos in which she grew 
up, caused by her mother’s love affairs. They 
are the Saffys to their Edina and Patsy mothers 
and fathers. Their parents’ worlds may have 
been more glamorous, more daring, more 

extraordinary. But they have achieved 
what previous generations of 
bohemians never did - making good 
art without shagging everyone 
they know. □

titan. He married Duke and they had homes 
in Belgravia and Brazil. Like his grandfather, he 
was a major philanthropist until he suddenly 
died of a stroke one morning in 2009, aged 60.

This means that Tessa and Antonia are heirs 
not just to two enormous fortunes but also to 
a desire to give a lot away. Antonia has set up 
her own charity the Sara Charlton Foundation, 
which helps victims of domestic abuse. Tessa is 
a tireless fundraiser, and she and Antonia have 
established the Young Marlburian Foundation, 
which aims to encourage past and present 
pupils of the school to raise money for those 
less fortunate than themselves. They are also 
on the committee of the Rank Fellowship, 
founded by their father in 2003 to help nurture 
young leaders. ‘Charity for my father was not 
just about writing cheques,’ says Tessa. ‘He took 
an interest in everything he did.’ 

They both excelled at Marlborough and 
went on to Edinburgh, where Tessa read fine art 
and history of art, and Antonia read Spanish, 
landing a first. Tessa’s starter job was at London 
art dealers Dickinson, where she worked for 
four years, creating a Latin American division.

The competitive opulence of the modem childrens party.

W hat is the correct 
way to celebrate 
a six-year-old’s 
birthday? A local 
church hall, a Frozen theme, 
paper plates on which crumbly 
sausage rolls mingle with fairy 
cakes and Quavers and no one 
touches the hummus and 
carrot sticks? That is one way, 
certainly, but in a few rarefled 
pockets of London things are 
done differently. There are private 
fairgrounds, there are petting 
zoos, there are iPods in the party 
bags. Some are whispering that 
the whole notion of the children’s 
birthday party has got out of 
control, that they have become 
yet another arena in which 
wildly competitive ultra-high- 
net-worth individuals might 
vaunt their largesse. But we are 
not here to judge, we are only 
here to report... 


Enfants, have found themselves 
working with budgets for 
under- 10s of up to £150,000. 

This is a peculiarly London 
trend and may be down to the 
more international nature of the 
capital. As one seven-year-old 
from Kensington points out: 
‘Europeans and Americans give 
the best parties.’ 

But the English are joining the 
fun too, because no one wants 
their child to become famous for 
throwing the worst parties in the 
class. And so save-the-dates are 
sent out at the beginning of term 
in September — to prevent event 
clash. Master bakers need to be 
consulted early about a unique, 
multi-tiered creation. ‘The cake 
really matters,’ insists a Holland 
Park seven-year-old. ‘Mine always 
comes from Peggy Porschen.’ 

In addition to cake, the catered 
food is expected to be nutritiously 
balanced, organic and free range. 
Ottolenghi is popular. Polled 
parents agreed that they were 
more likely to come to a party if 
it was being catered. Sending 
the nanny is thought to be both 
‘unspeakably rude’ and a snub. 

A party that took over an 
entire Hammersmith theatre to 
watch a rave-reviewed musical 
unsurprisingly benefited from 
almost 100 per cent parental 
attendance. And at one recent 
party at the Dorchester, there were 
three separate anterooms: one for 
parents, one for European nannies, 
another for Filipina nannies. In 
the meantime, a young, pretty 
and slightly scruffy mother got 
mistaken for the au pair at a party 
in a Holland Park mansion, and 
spent the duration corralled into

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shepherding children from one 
activity to the next. 

Many parents dream of the 
day their sprog turns six - 
the golden cut-off age — when 
children can be dropped off 
at parties and other parents no 
longer need to be entertained:

But the next 
stage brings its own issues, not 
least the change in expectations 
when it comes to entertainment.

Rumours abound of present 
lists, although no one will 
confirm it. Many a rookie has left 
a party with the realisation that 
their going-home present is worth 
considerably more than anything 
they may have dropped off The 
acceptable minimum for a party 
gift hovers at around £40, but can 
easily go up to £100 for the 
mother of a reception child keen 
to ensure continuing invitations 
— ‘I just wanted to make sure she 
made friends.’ 

Of course, there are still plenty 
of parents who organise soft play 
(if Bramley’s in North Kensington 
is good enough for Blue Ivy 
Garter...) or paintballing or the 
cinema simply because that’s what 
their child would most like -

W ho killed Cock 

Robin? And - hey! 

- who stole Keith 
Simpson’s 

moustache? Simpson 
is the barrel-chested, 
suede-shoed, kerchief- 
parping Rt Hon Member 
for a swampy part 
of mid-Norfolk known 
as the Broadland 
constituency. Until 
recently, he 
sported, in addition 
to his large, round 
spectacles, a wide 
moustache. Pure 
Groucho Marx. 

A few months ago, 

the moustache disappeared. Victim of another 
‘swingeing Tory cut’? Well, yes, in a sense. One 
morning, Simpson was at his bathroom mirror, 
doing a bit of edging work on that tache (any 
gardener will know what a chore this sort of 
thing is), when his hand slipped. Whoaa! Before 
he knew it, he had accidently razored away one 
end of the old bristler. There were two options: 
trim the other end to match and end up looking 
like Adolf Hitler, or mow off the thing in its 
entirety. He opted for the latter. The Commons 
went into mourning for days. 

‘Commander Keith’ is a Westminster legend. 
At first glance, you might suspect he is a 
Blimpish fogey, one of those militaristic shire 
Tories that faded with (his political lodestar) 
Harold Macmillan. Yet, up close, Simpson is 
twinkly, clement, clued-up, terrific fun. With 
several military history books to his name, he 
is clever too. 

Born in Norwich in 1949, he was reared in 
what he describes as ‘the non-commissioned 
officer class’ (his father was a cost clerk, his 
mother a typist). His maternal grandmother, a 
Margaret Rutherford lookalike, was a stalwart 
of the local Conservatives and, in the 1959 
general election, young Keith toured East 
Anglia in the back of her Morris Minor, helping 
to stuff Tory leaflets through letter boxes. 

School was a Norfolk grammar. He read 
history at the University of Hull and threw 


himself into Conservative national 
student politics. Hull was a hotbed of 
trendy socialism but Simpson 
relished being unfashionable. 
After postgrad research at 
King’s College London, he 
taught military history and 
defence studies at Sandhurst. 
Students who slept through 
his (actually scintillating) 
lectures included the 
future King Abdullah II 
^ of Jordan and several 

of today’s British 
^ Army top brass. 

In Mrs Thatcher’s third 
term, he became a 
Ministry of Defence special 
adviser. He made it to the 
Commons in 1997 and, after a front-bench 
stint in Opposition, would have become 
a minister in 2010 had David Cameron won 
alone. Coalition compromises put paid to that, 
and Simpson became William Hague’s 
parliamentary private secretary. Earlier this year, 
he became a member of the Intelligence and 
Security Committee and, with it, a privy councillor. 

Simpson, whose wife Pepi was a regular in 
the Women’s Royal Army Corps (salutes all 
round at bedtime), was a guest on the infamous 
Channel 4 After Dark programme when the 
late Oliver Reed was so spectacularly stocious 
with drink. Watch it on YouTube and you’ll spot 
a youthful K Simpson doing his best to keep a 
straight face as dipso Oily goes over the edge. 

This loyal, decent One Nation Tory has seen 
the party float back to him philosophically. 
Simpson is unofficial colonel-in-chief of the 
Tory backbenchers’ ‘Breakfast Club’, who 
assemble most days for fried bread, snorkers 
and gossip. He gets his kicks out of watching 
the foibles of younger creatures and that cross 
little bantam. Speaker Bercow. In the Commons, 
Simpson sits at the very back in the far right 
corner, bubbling with merriment, always the 
historian, observing, noting and drawing 
shrewd conclusions that will last a lot longer 
than the thrusters who briefly stand in the 
limelight he himself will never occupy.

Fun for everyone: pagan pastimes, hipster haircuts 
and sex-toy shenanigans.

There are some glorious British summer traditions that never change. 
The Glastonbury mud bath. The flash of oars and clash of lurid blazers 
at the Henley Royal Regatta. Straw^berries and cream at Wimbledon. 
The annual cheese-rolling competition in Stilton, Cambridgeshire... 

But true English folklore has for too long been the embarrassing 
relative in our seasonal calendar, evoking mocking, scorned images of 
morris dancers with blacked-up faces. Refreshingly, this book is a 
vibrant and defiant celebration of the British folklore scene and shows 
that it has a rich cultural history rooted in Celtic myths and early 
Christian rites. Within its pages are stunning photographs of witches, 
coconut dancers, straw men and pearly kings and queens, taken at 
some of the 700 folkloric events that occur around the country. Bourne 
has done us proud - he’s produced a spectacular visual portrait of Britain 
at its most eccentric. 

In essence, as an introductory essay explains, this Jerusalem-like 
activity is all about diversity, good-natured revelry and dressing up 
- and, oh, how we Brits love to dress up. Folk festivals are at once 
great entertainment and a link with our past. Blacking up, for 
instance, far from being an example of crude racial stereotyping, was 
an effective form of disguise, often employed when the performers 
should have been working, not dancing and drinking. Cheers to that. 
All festive life is here.

Restaurants B 

It's one hell of a ride at this Newbury newbie, says Jeremy Wayne 



A funny old place is Newbury. Good 
for racing but a bit of a lottery in 
the restaurant stakes. At the high 
end, there’s the Vineyard at 
Stockcross, Classic FM founder Sir Peter Michael’s 
fancy-pants hotel, with its dancing fountains and 
wine list longer than both your arms (and legs). 

At the lower end, pubs aplenty, some all right 
and some a bit Arthur Daley. But there’s nothing 
much in the middle. So when 
ex- Vineyard, ex-Coworth Park chef 
John Campbell opened his new 
restaurant the Woodspeen at the 
end of last year, it gave locals and 
not-so-locals something to cheer 
about. ‘Jack’s back,’ they said 
gleefully, already salivating at the 
thought of his roast Wiltshire lamb. 

You’d expect good meat here — 
the restored, red-brick Victorian 
house where the 
bar is used to be an 
abattoir. Behind it, in 
a new construction 
of timber and glass, is 
the restaurant itself, 
a big and airy dining 
room, brimming 
with light. There are 
tables outside too. 


My pint of Lord Rivett bitter arrives with 
homemade sage and onion crisps, and a bowl of 
hummus so good I could scoff the lot and call it a 
day. But the show’s only beginning. Here come 
lamb-belly croquettes, paddling in a pea and mint 
soup, and crayfish cakes the size of tennis balls, with 
a tangy grapefruit mayonnaise; and glossy mackerel 
fillet with pickled mooli and a slab of brill as 
big as a paving stone, with shallots and purple- 

sprouting broccoli. And we haven’t 
even got to the main courses yet. 

Whatever you say about the 
Woodspeen, you can’t say they let 
you go hungry. For me, the portion 
sizes are just fine, although I find 
at least one element too many in a 
couple of the dishes. But at its 
unpretentious best, the Woodspeen 
is terrific - Sussex sirloin with 
triple-cooked chips, or a fabulous 
lemon meringue pie. The waiting 
staff are an enthusiastic lot, and 
Fm even a convert to the resiny Turkish wine - 
a steal at £20 a bottle. 

‘We’re just doing simple food, perfectly in season,’ 
says Mr Campbell, buttonholing me on the way 
out. ‘Simplicity is the ultimate sophistication,’ I 
should reply, quoting da Vinci. But I only remember 
the aphorism when Fm halfway back to London. 
At Lambourn Road, Newbury (01635 265070).

BEAVTY 
AND THE 

BEATS 

Florrie Arnold plays the drums 
and looks this good — at the same time. 
By Luciana Bellini 

Y ou wouldn’t think it to look at 
her, but Florrie Arnold has 
had her fair share of run-ins with 
the law ‘When I was first trying 
to get into the music industry, 
my band and I would drive to London, set 
up outside the Radio 1 studio and just play 
until the police arrived,’ she says. ‘Or 
whenever someone would play a gig in Bristol, 
near where I lived, we’d break into their dressing 
rooms to give them our demo.’ Who was the 
best person she gave it to? ‘Jamie Cullum. Back 
then, I was full-on in love with him.’ 

Those days of breaking and entering seem 
a very long time ago. Last summer, Florrie, 26, 
signed as a solo artist to Sony’s RCA Records, 
and September sees the release of her first 
single. She never actually wanted to be a pop 
star - since the age of seven, all she’s wanted 
to do is drum. It started on a family holiday 
in Greece, when she saw a live band at the 
local taverna. ‘The drummer let me tap along 
with him — I became obsessed.’ Once back 
home in the Somerset village of Tickenham, 
her parents got her a drum kit for Christmas. 

Her first performance was in the school play 
— she was dressed as a fish. ‘I had a green sparkly 
tail,’ she recalls. ‘It did make it difficult to 
reach the pedals...’ A few years later, she won a 
music scholarship to Colston’s Girls’ School in 
Bristol and spent all her spare time holding ^ 
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<1 jamming sessions with her father, Stan (a 
comedian who played guitar for a spoof band 
called The Stan Arnold Combo), or playing 
Busted covers with her girl band, Fifi Saloon. 

When she was 17, she moved to London 
to pursue her career and was soon working 
as a session drummer for Xenomania, the 
production company behind Girls Aloud, 
Kylie Minogue and The Saturdays. The first 
record she played on was Girls Aloud s ‘The 
Promise’, which went straight to number one 
in 2009. ‘It was a mad time - that was Girls 
Aloud’s peak. They were staying at the studio 
to make a record, and it was pretty surreal 
coming into the kitchen and being, like, 
“Morning, Cheryl — how’s it going?”’ 

Florrie is also a model and was the face of 
Nina Ricci’s Nina L’Elixir scent. She starred in 
its TV advert, skipping through woodland 
in a baby-pink dress and singing a cover of 
Blondie’s ‘Sunday Girl’. ‘People would come 
to gigs and expect me to be wearing the pink 
dress,’ she says. Now all her attention is going 
on the upcoming single and album launch, 
leaving little time for anything else - including 
boys. ‘I’m just super-focused on what I’m 
doing right now, so I’m not really looking.’ She 
lives by herself in a fiat in Brighton and 
practises her acoustic guitar whenever she can. 
‘That’s how I chill out, playing a bit of John 
Mayer.’ The one thing she does wish she had 
more time for? Drumming. ‘I get real 
withdrawal symptoms when I don’t play. 

Plus my arms aren’t as good now.’ She 
flexes, revealing a neatly bulging bicep. 

‘When I played every day, I was RIPPED.’

MYSTERY OE 
BEACKJACK 
DEEEAES 
MISSING 
MILEIONS 

Jack Dellal was a property tycoon who loved gambling 
and ravishing brunettes and whose legacy is a wildly 
glamorous dynasty of models, actors and art dealers. 
But since his death in 2012, they have been at war with 
his second wife over a £400m fortune that she says has 
vanished without a trace. Keith Dovkants investigates 


B y any measure, Ruanne Dellal is a rich woman. Eier home, in 

an elegant Nash terrace overlooking Regents Park, is conservatively 
valued at £8. 5m, other properties she owns in nearby Marylebone 
are worth close to £4m and she has just sold her estate in Eiampshire 
for £3. 5m. She also has a home in South Africa and, what with her 
investments, a £4m art collection, jewellery and cash, it all adds up 
to a very pretty sum. So why is she pursuing a torrid legal battle against 
various members of her late husbands family in an attempt to increase 
her fortune? The question prompts an angry response. 4 am not 
a gold-digger!’ she says, her indignation triumphing over the tears she 
occasionally sheds during our conversations. ‘This case is about injustice.’ 

Ruanne says the intricacies of the affair have made her head spin,’ adding ‘but I’m not dumb.’ 
It’s an accurate self-assessment. Her recollection of detail is impressive, as are the attempts she has 
made to unravel her late husband’s spectacularly complex financial affairs, a task that might daunt 
the most diligent of forensic accountants. But what hovers like a dark cloud over her is her sense 
of amazement and rage that she is, as she sees it, the victim of a gross lie told to her by her late 
husband. It’s this that urges her on. Speaking for the first time, and exclusively to Tatler, Ruanne 
tells me of her steely determination to win in court, and of her life with the legendary London 
dealmaker Jack ‘Blackjack’ Dellal. It is a story that begins in glamour and romance but ends 
in suspicion, rancour and mystery over the fate of Jack’s full fortune - much of which, Ruanne ^ 
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<1 contends, has vanished. The questions 
surrounding the apparent disappearance of an 
estimated £400m have left the extended Dellal 
family, one of Londons most notable dynasties, 
at war with itself It s a large clan, for Jack had 
nine children - five by his first wife, Zehava 
Helmet, whom he divorced in 1976; two 
by Katya Douglas, a long-term lover he never 
married; and two by Ruanne. And, for now, 
there appears little hope of a truce. 

At the peak of his career, in the Eighties, 
Jack Dellal was reckoned to be worth close 
to a billion pounds. Just a few years before 
his death, in 2007, he didn’t disagree with a 
lawyer’s estimate that put his worth at £400m. 
And when he died in 2012, aged 89, he left 
his entire estate to Ruanne - but it amounted 
to only £1 5.4m. According to the judgment, 
Ruanne’s net worth is £4lm, but she claims 
at least £385m of Jack’s fortune is missing. So 
where is it? Ruanne says that Dellal clandestinely 
gave it away to his close family. It was to 
retrieve what she saw as rightly hers that she 


launched an action in the 
High Court, against Dellal’s 
son Guy and seven other 
family members. They applied 
to have her case thrown out, 
but Mr Justice Mostyn 
rejected part of the application, 
with the rest due to be heard 
later in the year. The matter 
is set to drag on through the 
courts, amid bitterness and 
hostility. ‘It’s one of the most 
bad-tempered cases I’ve ever 
been involved in,’ says one 
of the lawyers. 

How did it come to this? 
The Dellal clan includes 
many exceptional, strong individuals: Alice 
Dellal, the Agent Provocateur and Chanel 
model; Charlotte Dellal, the shoe designer 
behind the phenomenally successful Charlotte 
Olympia brand; the business tycoon Guy Dellal 
and his art-gallery owner son, Alex; and Guy’s 
sister Gaby and half-sister Jasmine, both 
filmmakers. Not all members of the family are 
defendants in the court action, but six of Jack’s 
children are: Guy, Lorraine, Diane, Gaby - 
all of whom were by Zehava Helmer (as was 
Suzanne, who died of an accidental overdose 
in the Eighties, aged 25), and Jasmine and 
Rowan, by Katya Douglas. Jack’s 96-year-old 
sister, Violet Dellal, is the seventh defendant; 
the eighth is Jack’s grandson Alex. 

Blackjack Dellal inspired awe in many; 
caution in others. One obituarist noted: ‘He 
did business as he played cards, with a mixture 
of bluff, coolness and more than a little 
cunning.’ His parents were Iraqi Jews who 
settled in Manchester, where Dellal was born. 
At school he had a classmate, also called Jack. 


Dellal was the darker of the two and a teacher 
dubbed him ‘Blackjack’. The name stuck. 

His early years were spent working with 
families in the Sephardic Jewish community 
on the fringe of the then lucrative textile 
industry. After the war, he moved to London 
and began dealing in property. By the Seventies, 
he was at the forefront of the banking boom, 
borrowing money at a favourable rate of 
interest, then lending it with a mark-up. 

When the property crash of 1973-74 struck, 
his bank business collapsed. Dellal went to 
New York for a few years, then returned to 
London to make yet more money in property. 
In 1987, he bought Bush House, then home 
of the BBG World Service, for £5 5m and 
sold it two years later for £130m. There were 
dark mutterings about turning such a huge 
profit so quickly, but the Department of 
Trade investigated and cleared Dellal of any 
wrongdoing. Later, he was a major investor 
in Shell-Mex House on the Strand. 

Short and waspish, Dellal was no matinee 
idol. But his wit and sharp mind endeared 
him to many. ‘People seem to find it hard to 
understand because of the age gap [30 years], 
but I loved him,’ Ruanne says. ‘He was very 
charismatic - funny and clever.’ Ruanne herself 
is tall, almost statuesque, and definitely 
attractive. At 61, she looks fortysomething, 
and she’s walked the two or so miles from 
Regent’s Park to speak to me in her lawyer’s 
office in Lincoln’s Inn in trainers and leggings. 
It’s not difficult to picture her in a line-up of 
hopefuls in a beauty contest, as she once was, 
back in her university days in South Africa. 

She laughs when I mention this, but it’s 
not something she’s particularly interested in 
talking about. Instead, she scrolls through 
a collection of family snaps. There’s Dellal 
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wearing a cap at a rakish angle, looking rather 
cool. There he is, pictured with a huge 
cigar clamped in his mouth, every inch the 
successful tycoon. And there he is, towards the 
end of his life, being carried in the swimming 
pool of their French Riviera villa by Zack, 
his son with Ruanne, who is now 16. ‘The 
children adored him,’ Ruanne goes on. ‘So did 
I. In the 25 years we were together, I was never 
unfaithful.’ Nor, she tells me, has there been 
any other man in her life since Jack died. 

The couple met in the Eighties, after Ruanne 
moved to London from South Africa. She 
worked at setting up a clothing business and 
met Dellal in Aspinall’s, one of his favourite 
haunts. ‘We went on to Annabel’s,’ she said. 
‘Within an hour of meeting me, he took me 
to one side and said, “I want you for me.’” 
Romance followed; Dellal told her he was 
almost 52. ‘His birthday was coming up, so 
I asked his chauffeur, “What do I get a man 
of 52?” The chauffeur said: “Who is 52? Jack’s 
62.’” By then, there was no turning back. They 
lived together for 10 years, then married in 1997. 

The life they led was a lavish, exciting one, 
primarily at their imposing house in Regent’s 
Park. Weekends would be spent at Manor Farm, 
their estate in Brown Candover, Hampshire, 
which had an immaculately kept grass tennis 
court. ‘He was playing a very competitive 
game of tennis in his late 60s,’ says Phil Voice, 
a landscape contractor hired to look after the 
tennis court and the gardens at Manor Farm. 
‘Woe betide me if he couldn’t get the right 
bounce on his ball!’ Voice says the Dellals 
entertained exuberantly: ‘He once turned 
the lawn into a mini-Arabian desert for a 
birthday party. There was a big tent and tons 
and tons of sand.’ 

For her part, Ruanne remembers holidays 
at Villa Cumberlege, their property on Cap 
d’ Antibes. The villa was a large house with a 
collection of cottages set around a pool. ‘We 
all looked forward to going there,’ she recalls. 
‘It was a place where we were really happy and 
where we spent 24 summers. Jack and I would 
host the whole family there, and I would 
organise meals and hospitality for us, for Jack’s 
children and their families, and his sisters, 
who all came for prolonged visits.’ 

During those summers. Jack tried his luck 
at the Riviera casinos - he was a legendary 
gambler. ‘I saw him lose a million pounds in 
a night,’ Ruanne tells me. ‘Not once - many 
times. He would also win enormous amounts. 
One night, I went home at midnight with 
a cheque for £47,000 after I cashed in the 
chips he had given me. I’ve never gambled; 

I used to keep him company while he was at 
the table and write down the numbers he had 
chosen so he could monitor a sequence or 
pattern. That night I went home, he came back

at 3am, saying, “I’ve lost my shirt.” In fact, 
he told me, he’d lost £600,000. 1 gave him my 
cheque to make him feel better.’ In London, 
they would go to Les Ambassadeurs, Aspinall’s 
or the Clermont, where Dellal played roulette, 
his passion - a business associate recalled seeing 
him play four roulette wheels simultaneously 
at the casino in Cannes. In 2006, he spent 
£3. 4m at various casinos, and in April that 
year, he lost £ 1.7m in one night. His gambling 
was the major part of his annual expenditure, 
which averaged more than £4m. Annual 
household expenses were over £lm. 

By 2007, Dellal was in poor health and 
preoccupied with his own decline. Ruanne says, 
‘I was advised to divorce Jack by my solicitor, 
his psychiatrist and doctors, as I had devoted 
20 years of my life to him and even though 


I pleaded for security after his death, he simply 
would not give it to me. But how could I do 
that to the father of my children, whom I loved? 
It would have killed him. But I was constantly 
worried about the future. I was worried about 
security for me and the children, but whenever 
I tried to speak about my fears, he just said,

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A the Proustian madeleine of animal 
noises, an ancient cry betokening 
old stones, green lawns, ancestral 
homes, perfect Capability Brown 
vistas enlivened with a flash of 
purple, of green, of blue. Peacocks. 
No stately is complete without them, an ostentation (the 
collective noun) of them, preferably. 

These silken-feathered fops are native to parts of India 
and Africa, and it was probably the Romans who brought 
them to Britain — they knew a thing or two about luxury 
(having invented the word, after all). They appreciated the 
natural opulence of the peacock, the dandyish beauty, the 
shimmering colours - and the extravagant feathers: a males 
tail feathers, when fully spread as either warning or mating 
call, can reach over six feet. The Romans also liked eating 
peacock brains as a dinky canape, and medieval kings like 
Edward III and Henry IV were more interested in consuming 
the birds’ flesh than admiring their feathers; often the meat 
was minced and put into a peacock pie. 

By the Victorian era, people had stopped eating peacocks 
and were using them largely for decorative purposes: 
William Morris favoured blue and green peacock patterning 
for wallpapers and wool fabrics. The birds had also started 
appearing on the lawns of big houses, as links with India 
fed the growing trend for menageries designed to show 
off their owners’ exotic tastes and expansive wallets. The 
Countess of Warwick had several at Warwick Castle and 
the painter Dante Gabriel Rossetti kept some at his house 
on Cheyne Walk. 

To this day, if you’re really smart, you will have them 
strutting about your lawn. They’re largely self-sufficient, as 
long as they have somewhere to retreat to at night, to avoid 
foxes. ‘They like roosting in gatehouses and Elizabethan 
turrets,’ says one grand peacock fancier. ‘We do feed ours,’ 
says Clare Durdin-Robertson, who lives at Huntington 
Castle in Ireland and owns two peacocks called Percy and 
Lilith. ‘They absolutely love dog biscuits.’ 

There are several at Castle Howard and 17 at Gwydir 
Castle in Wales. In Shropshire, William Cash takes particular 
pride in a pair of white peacocks called York and Plantagenet, 
given to him by his wife Laura as a wedding present. Lucy 
Birley has recently bought three blue ones from William for 
her own garden nearby; her son Otis ferry spent an afternoon 
in May trying to corral them into the back of his car. At 
Cornbury Park, Lady Rotherwick feeds her peacocks corn 
and ‘loves’ the noise they make, although she says the males 
are trouble in the mating season, ‘attacking their reflection 
in any black car parked near the house’. But surely the 
trouble is worth it to have one of nature’s most beautiful 
creations in your garden. □

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Diamonds are the 
most portable 
asset in the world 

and the hardest 
to trace, which makes 
them perfect catnip 
for criminals... 


C onsider the diamond. On 
the one hand, it is the sum 
of all the finest things in 
life - nature, beauty, 
purity and glamour. Per 
cubic inch, it is the 
most valuable asset you 
can hold in your hand, 
a teeny- tiny crumb of wealth. It is the noble 
face of money. But, on the other hand, what, 
really, is a diamond? It is the embodiment of 
nothing - a rock prized for its transparency. 

It is a natural phenomenon onto which we 
have grafted our dreams and ideals. It is so much 
and yet so little. 

A diamond is the most portable asset there is. 
It is also one of the hardest to trace. Because of 
this, it has become the criminal s best friend, the 
most user-friendly way to move large amounts 
of money around the world undetected. ‘You 
can hide a 10-carat diamond that’s worth a 
million pounds in the palm of your hand,’ says

David Allen of 77 Diamonds, the Mayfair 
diamond traders. ‘You can simply pop one 
in your pocket and hop on a plane. It’s a very 
small large financial asset to have. You can 
take it anywhere in the world and someone 
will always want it.’ 

For anyone who legitimately owns a 
diamond, this is a constant worry. Jewellery 
is perhaps the least secure way to hold your 
wealth, as ownership of these slippery little 
rocks is hard to prove. It has to be on your 
person or in your vault for it to be yours. 
Money or property, or a car - these can be 
registered and signed for, and their ownership 


proven in court. A diamond, though? Even if 
you have it laser-inscribed, as the most reputable 
traders do, this will only identify the stone with 
a certificate. So you might take your stone to 
the Gemological Institute of America where 
they can microscopically inscribe a number onto 
the diamond’s girdle. But this will still not 
prove ownership, says Allen. ‘There is no 
central database that lists diamond ownership. 

It just lists specification,’ he notes. ‘Having a 
certificated diamond with a laser inscription 
helps prove what the stone is - it doesn’t prove 
that the diamond is yours.’ Laser inscriptions 
can be ‘zoeted’ off (polished), which means it’s 
still relatively easy for criminals to shift stolen 
diamonds - they simply recut and polish them, 
to be sold and never seen again. The best 
way to prove you own a diamond, says Rosie 
Beattie of Moussaieff, is to have a receipt. 

In recent months, the world has been gripped 
by stories of outrageous jewellery heists, from 
the tunnel drilled through a concrete wall ^ 
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Clockwise, from top, the hole drilled through 
concrete by the Hatton Garden gang; Paul 
Reader, arrested in connection with the 
robbery; his father, Brian, also accused

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<1 in Hatton Garden to the theft of watches 
and jewellery worth £13m from Cartier in 
Cannes, just days before the film festival. In 
April, thieves swiped Chanel jewels 
worth £3. 6m from a collectors car when 
it got stuck in traffic near Charles de 
Gaulle Airport. The previous month, 
robbers held up two vans at a motorway 
toll in Burgundy and made off with 
gems worth £6. 6m. 

Diamonds and thieves have gone 
stone in hand since the very first 
rock was plucked from the earth. In 
the early 20th century, Britain was 
in thrall to Arthur J Raffles, the most 
daring and dashing of all jewel thieves. 
He wore white tie, lived in Albany and amused 
himself by masterminding outrageous thefts. 
He was, of course, entirely fictional, but there 
is something about EW Hornung s Old 
Etonian spin-bowler that fascinates to this 
day. And he has had many notable successors: 
Cary Grant in To Catch a Thief the 
ultimate suave criminal, living off his gains 
in the South of France. Ernst Stavro Blofeld 
was perhaps not much of a looker, but his 
shadowy presence as the baddie in Diamonds 
Are Forever gave him a certain mystique. The 
result of having so many cool villains associated 
with diamonds is that we cannot read of real- 
life jewellery heists without wondering if, 
just perhaps, such a character really exists. We 
picture brooding gentlemen in patent shoes 
tiptoeing down alleyways, bags of swag 
casually swung over their shoulders. The 
reality is more prosaic. 

The mugshots of the 1 0 men arrested 
in connection with the £60m robbery in 
Hatton Garden (and provisionally due 
to face trial in November) did not call to 
mind the first elevens of Britain’s greatest 
public schools. No. They were a ragtag 
bunch of grizzled men in late to very late 
middle age. Theirs is not a world of white 
tie and glamour, but of white vans and 
grit. Even the Balkans-based Pink 
Panther gang, thought to have been 
responsible for many of the attacks in 
the South of France, sound more glamorous 
than they really are. They are ruthless 
gangsters for whom stealing jewels is part of 
a criminal operation that also involves guns, 
drugs, prostitution and human trafficking. 

So what happens once the thieves have 
struck? The main priority is to get the loot 
out of the country as quickly as possible and 
to have it pass through a number of hands 
in order to distance the perpetrators of the 
robbery from the actual goods. So there 
will be a courier’, or maybe two, who will 
transport the jewels in the first instance. ‘The 
person who is actually committing the crime 


is usually a low-level criminal,’ says Robert 
Read, global head of fine art at insurers 
Hiscox Partners. ‘The low-level thief will then 
“hedge” the jewels to his contact, and the jewels 
will pass along a chain, perhaps going to 
a crooked cutter in Mumbai or maybe Tel Aviv, 
who will dismantle and reassemble them.’ 

The next priority is to sell the stolen property 
to a willing buyer, known as a ‘fence’, who will 
not ask too many questions. Reformed thief 
Paul Hendry says the fence will typically buy 
the jewels for a fraction of their original price. 
‘The price always tells you whether something 
is stolen or not. In the past, you could claim 
ignorance if you bought something stolen, 
’cause you’d shrug your shoulders and say you 
didn’t know what it was worth. Today, anyone 
with the brains of an ashtray can look something 
up on the internet and find out its true value.’ 

It’s a curious fact about stolen jewellery 
that thieves usually recoup only a fraction of 
the goods’ true worth. ‘If you steal jewellery 
worth £lm, the cost of “cleaning” it is about 
9 Ip in the pound. So even a reasonably 
sophisticated thief who stole a diamond 
worth £lm would get only £90,000,’ says

Read. Hendry agrees, but says that, for 
many criminals, it’s still worth it. ‘Yes, you 
lose at least 80 per cent of the value of 
something the minute you steal it,’ he says. 
‘But you’ll often have a buyer lined up 
who’s prepared to pay cash. However much it 
is, it’s still cash you didn’t have that morning.’ 

Recovering stolen jewels is almost impossible 
and depends on how quickly the police act. 

In the case of the Hatton Garden robbery, 
the police were able to move fast and found 
much of the loot. But the more time that 
passes after a robbery, the less likely you are 
to track down the stash. From an insurer’s 
point of view, hoping to recover what has 
been stolen is virtually pointless. ‘If you have 
a Monet, it’s unique,’ says Read. ‘But if you 
have a pair of diamond earrings, they may 
be very nice, but they are almost certainly 
not unique, so they’re not easily identifiable 
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unless they have some weird marking. 

We do spend time trying to recover stolen 
jewels, but in the knowledge that there’s 
a low return.’ 

Many stolen jewels will eventually return to 
the legitimate market, having passed through 
several sets of hands - and only after some time 
has elapsed. But handling stolen goods is, of 
course, an offence, so dealers and auctioneers 
have to be careful. Numerous Hatton Garden 
jewellers have window signs saying, ‘We buy 
gold and silver’ and ‘Immediate cash payment’. 

But how do they vet what they’re purchasing? 

There’s a small queue at the Hatton Garden 
Buying Gentre when I visit on a Tuesday 
lunchtime. The well-dressed woman in front 
of me is selling a silver bracelet and haggling 
over the price. In the end, she settles for 
£1,520 in cash. But first she must provide ID, 
in the form of a driving licence or passport. 

‘I wouldn’t buy anything if it’s not legitimate,’ 
the saleswoman tells me afterwards. 

Other outlets are undoubtedly less 
scrupulous. The Hatton Garden Safe Deposit 
Gompany, scene of the recent robbery, is 
where many jewellers would store their, or 
their customers’, property. One of the perks it 
offers is complete discretion — you don’t have to 
declare what you’re keeping in your safe deposit 
box. Indeed, suspicions have arisen over how 
they can vet whether or not stolen goods are 
being kept there. And questions have been asked 
about how a gang could have spent a weekend 
drilling its way into the vault uninterrupted. 

Even Mahendra Bavishi, a joint director of the 
firm, suspects an inside job. ‘Now the business 
is finished,’ he told the Daily Mail. ‘Who will 
trust their valuables with us?’ 

Auction houses are the other most likely 
venue for stolen goods to resurface, as it’s easy 
for vendors to blur their identity. But not the 
big houses, which have strict policies on vetting 
goods consigned for sale. So how do they know 
whether goods brought in are legitimate or 
not? ‘They see it the whole time,’ says Robert 
Read. ‘There’s a feel to something that comes 
in that isn’t quite right. If the story doesn’t fit 
or the collar doesn’t quite match the cuffs, they 
won’t accept it.’ 

What, then, do you do if you love diamonds 
but want to hang on to them? ‘Don’t be 
ostentatious,’ suggests Read. He says airports 
are typical places where thieves monitor 
prospective victims, along with anywhere where 
the victims are away from home. ‘Most people 
can secure their jewellery at home. But, for 
most thieves, it’s easier to target you when you’re 
out of your comfort zone. And if you’re going 
to go out wearing hundreds of thousands of 
pounds’ worth, you need close personal security’ 

Such is the spell that a diamond can cast that, 
for some, it’s a price worth paying. □

Victor Hervey (1915-1985) 

In the Thirties, Victor Hervey sold arms to both sides in the Spanish Civil War, 
was known as ‘Mayfair Playboy Number One’ and headed a gang of public 
school-educated thieves who beat up and robbed a Cartier jeweller- two 
of them got flogged for that. Hervey got three years for two jewel robberies, 
made a £50m fortune, became 6th Marquess of Bristol, begat an even 
more degenerate son, decamped to Monaco, became chancellor of the 
International Monarchist League and died in 1985, little mourned. 

THE jVIILITARY IVIAN 

Thomas Blood (161 8-1680) 

‘Aim high’ was Colonel Blood’s motto. The Anglo-Irish soldier donned 
clergyman’s clothing in 1671 to penetrate the Tower of London and win the 
friendship of the Keeper of the (Crown) Jewels - which, weeks later. Blood 
and some accomplices stole. One filed the Sceptre in half, another put the Orb 
down his trousers and Blood hid St Edward’s Crown beneath his robes. They cut, 
ran, dropped the Sceptre and were caught. Blood crying, ‘It was a gallant attempt!’ , 

Amazingly, Charles II agreed and pardoned him. ^ 

THE RASCAL 

Peter Scott (1931-2013) 

Peter Scott said he had ‘an obscene passion for larceny’. The scion of an 
Irish military family, he was an ace cat burglar of the Sixties and Seventies, 
stealing a £200,000 necklace from Sophia Loren (who put a curse on him) 
and many more gems from the likes of Elizabeth Taylor, Maria 
Callas, Lauren Bacall and even, he claimed, the Queen Mother. He was 
good - but not so good he didn’t get 12 years’ jail and end up living on 
social security of £60 a week. 

ONE COOL CAT J “ 

Joseph Grizzard ( 1867— c. 1940) 

A necklace of 61 flawless, blush-pink pearls - what Napoleon of Crime 
wouldn’t want that? So, in 1913, the dashing Joseph Grizzard purloined 
them. How? A Hatton Garden dealer. Max Mayer, sent them to 
a Paris colleague to view, and the colleague sent them back, registered post 
(those were the days). Mayer opened the package and found 1 1 lumps of sugar. Grizzard had 
struck - as, eventually, did the cops, capturing the man who had once hidden a string of 
diamonds in his soup when police raided his house. 


DISHONOURABLE IHENTION: THE HEIRESS 

Bridget Rose Dugdale (h. 1941) 

The debutante daughter of a millionaire father, Bridget Rose Dugdale ‘lunged 
to the left’ at Oxford, stole paintings worth £82,000 from her parents 
on behalf of the IRA, dropped bombs in milk churns on a Northern Ireland 
police station and rounded off her criminal career in 1973 by helping the IRA 
steal 1 9 old masters from the County Wicklow home of Sir Alfred Beit, whom 
the gang pistol-whipped. Sentenced to the slammer for nine years, Dugdale 
gave birth to her lover’s child in Limerick Prison. 
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Annabel Brooks is the social linchpin of the all-powerful Chipping Norton 
set, throwing raucous parties attended by everyone from David Cameron to Jack 
Nicholson. She talks to Sophia Money-Coutts about her wild teenage years in 
Provence, hanging with Rupert Everett in Hollywood and her badly behaved bunny 


ometimes the most intriguing 
and, indeed, powerful people 
in society are the ones you haven’t 
heard of. Those who provide 
the glue. You know — the 
connectors, the linchpins, the 
calm epicentres of whirling scenes. Every 
social set has one. Needs one. In Chipping 
Norton, where we all know that you can’t 
move for Camerons or Clarksons, it is 
Annabel Brooks. A society phenomenon. 

A putter- together. A kind of queen. 

And to anyone who is part of or, crucially, 
wants a way into this uniquely influential 


pocket of England, Brooks is a gatekeeper. 
Trustworthy. Edgy. The real deal. At 52, 
the former model turned property person 
looks a bit like Chrissie Hynde. All dressed 
down and rocky, she is tall and skinny, with 
jet-black hair - lots of black, lots of fur, lots of 
dangly jewellery, suede Isabel Marant boots. 

She actually lives a few miles outside the 
town of Chipping Norton — the fashionable 
side of Chippie,’ says one grand neighbour - 
in a vast, yellow-stone house on the 600-acre 
Brooks estate, which has been in the family 
since just after the Second World War. In 
recent years, the spotlight has shone on ^

<1 Annabel s brother Charlie and his wife, 
Rebekah Brooks - he a horse trainer, she the 
former editor of The Sun and the News of the 
World. ‘Rebekah and I refer to each other as 
the Chipping Norton Upset, but there are 
only two members of it: me and her,’ Charlie 
joked in a newspaper interview in 2012 when 
asked about the ‘power posse’ who live in the 
area. Their group of friends and their lifestyle 
were pored over during the subsequent, 
eight-month phone-hacking trial, at which 
both he and Rebekah testified on various 
charges, including conspiring to pervert the 
course of justice. It finished last June and they 
walked free, back home to Chippie. 

The rest of the Brooks clan, a close bunch, 
all waited it out there, at home, in a kind of 
commune - albeit in different houses. ‘The 
drive is a mile long. Charlie and Mum are at 
the top, then there are some cottages, then 
[her other brother] Christopher’s house and 
then I’m at the bottom. This house was always 
on Sky News last year, which I HATED,’ says 
Annabel, standing in her kitchen wearing 
ripped jeans and drinking her morning 
vitamins - a glass of Elle Macpherson’s Super 
Elixir, made from a green powder containing 
greens and maitake mushrooms. She carries 
sachets with her everywhere in her handbag. 

Annabel, the eldest of the three siblings, has 
the ‘big house’ on the estate, while Christopher, 
an artist, Charlie and their mother have pretty 
but smaller houses. ‘My father didn’t believe in 
the primogeniture thing - he didn’t believe 
that Christopher should get it all,’ she says. 
How many bedrooms are there? ‘I don’t know,’ 
she says. ‘12 or 14? We can sleep 22.’ It’s this 
house that is so central to the Chipping Norton 
social whirl, largely thanks to the New Year 
parties thrown by Annabel and her second 
husband, James Dearden, a writer and director 


most famous for penning Fatal Attraction. 

The parties started ‘around 2008’ with 40 
people for dinner. ‘Then it was more people, 
and more people again, until it was 350 in a 
marquee,’ Annabel says of the bash, now held 
alternately by her friends Jeremy Clarkson and 
his ex-wife, Frances, and Alex James and his 
wife, Claire. All the grand neighbours come 
for a racy, raucous, all-night affair. 

But Annabel isn’t a spoiled socialite who 
drifts around Oxfordshire having kitchen 
suppers with all the famous people who live in 
the county. Rather, she is a businesswoman 
— focused and charismatic — who looks after a 
property empire of over 500 houses, matching 
clients to those who want to rent them as 


holiday houses. Say you’re a Russian oligarch 
looking to rent a palace outside Rome for 
the summer. Annabel’s your woman. Or you 
might be a hedgefunder with a house in 
the Bahamas who wants to let it out because 
you feel guilty that you’re only there two 
weeks a year. She’ll do that too. Her clients are 
whispered to include Brad Pitt and Angelina 
Jolie, Arpad Busson, Evgeny Lebedev, 

Andre Balazs, David Bowie, Prince Rupert 
Loewenstein... the list is endless. 

This bulging address book comes thanks to 
a life that can be neatly dissected into different 
phases. Born in 1962, she grew up on the 
estate in Chipping Norton, where her father 
was a cattle farmer whose family made their 


money from Cheshire coal mines but moved 
south after the Second World War. Annabel 
was sent to board at Badminton School, 
which she hated. ‘Mum said that Indira 
Gandhi and Iris Murdoch had gone there,’ 
she says, rolling her eyes. ‘So I went to the 
monstrous place.’ By sixth form, she had 
moved to Queen’s Gate in London, which is 
where, aged 1 7 and ravishing, she was spotted 
by Patrick Lichfield and signed by Models 1 . 
So ravishing was she, in fact, that one of her 
friends tells me that cars would stop on 
the King’s Road and men would get out and 
propose to her. ‘Apparently they did!’ says 
Annabel. ‘But I don’t remember.’ She was 
broken shortly afterwards, however, when her 
father - ‘my darling, darling father’ - suddenly 
died of pancreatic cancer. It devastated the 
family, and her mother never remarried. 

Annabel was saved by a house, but not the 
one in Chipping Norton. Instead, it was in the 
director Tony Richardson’s Provencal hamlet, 
which she first visited when she was 18. 

Called Le Nid de Due, it was there in the 
Seventies that you might drop in and find 
guests including David Hockney, Jack 
Nicholson, Judi Dench, John Mortimer and 
Rudolf Nureyev, plus assorted Richardsons, all 
sitting down for lunch. ‘It was the house that 
changed my life. I’d finished my A-levels and 
I was supposed to go to Greece and we 
stopped off at Jeremy Fry’s hamlet in France, 
and he and Tony Richardson were best 
friends. So I arrived and the chef came out in 
an old dress and a wig and I thought, “Wow, 
this is different!” Jeremy said, “Stay here, don’t 
go to Greece,” and he took me down to 


Tony’s, where I was chased around the garden 
by Roman Polanski and we played Murder in 
the Dark. I absolutely loved Jeremy and Tony, 
they became father figures.’ 

As, she adds, did Richard Harris. Aged 22, 
Annabel was introduced to his son Damian 
by her ‘best friend’ Rupert Everett and they 
quickly married and moved to Hollywood. 
Her life there centred around another ‘amazing 
house, a mansion on Hollywood Boulevard 
bought for them by Richard, and they partied 
with the young Brat Pack: ‘Nic Cage, Eric 
Stoltz, James Spader, John Malkovich. All 
these people.’ Her tennis partner was Jack 
Nicholson. Having taken a few acting classes, 
Annabel landed her first role in a 1987 film

called Nighiflyers, after Bianca Jagger was let go 
from the production. ‘But it was such a bad film, 
running around in space with John Standing, 
that I took it off my CV.’ There followed small 
roles in other films, including Evelyn Waughs 
A Handful of Dust and the thriller Paris by 
Night, directed by David Hare. Then came 
Ella, the couples daughter, born in 1989, by 
which point, however, Annabel and Damians 
marriage was falling apart. ‘We really love each 
other — we just got married too young.’ 

So it was back to England for Annabel and 
Ella, although her pal Sabrina Guinness had 
introduced her to James Dearden before she 
left LA. Was it quite quick, this new relationship? 
‘It was... messy,’ she says. ‘Now Damian and 
James are best friends.

I think I probably would have...’ she trails off 
‘You know, most girls go to Hollywood with 
a one-way bus ticket, they wait tables, and 
they’ve got to make it. I could always opt out.’ 
Back to this nice Chipping Norton house? 

‘Yes!’ she laughs. 

She married James and had two more 
children, Callum, now 20 and working in the 
music industry in New York, and Lara, now 
18, who’s just left City of London School and 
been signed up by Models 1 too. More children

meant the end of acting. ‘I did a film about 
Francis Bacon and a couple of TV series... but 
I was never going to put acting first, above 
love or children.’ Instead, she decided that she 
would make the house pay its way by letting 
it out: ‘People want parties and to get out 
of London, and there are a lot of people aged 
40 who haven’t bought country houses.’ 

It’s the perfect party house: huge, airy 
kitchen, immaculate double bedrooms 
(almost all with giant bathrooms attached), 
several sitting rooms, a dining room that can 
seat 24, a cinema room, a playroom that is 
now largely used by Charlie and Rebekah’s 
daughter, Scarlett (‘divine, divine child,’ says 
Annabel), a vast garden and eye-catching art 
everywhere. In her bedroom, there’s a giant 
gunnera leaf framed in Perspex; outside are 
three framed pop-art hearts from a Brooklyn 
gallery; black-and-white Henri Cartier-Bresson 
photographs hang in another bathroom. 

There is also a fioppy-eared rabbit called 
Pusheen in the courtyard outside the kitchen, 
who belongs to Lara. ‘But he got into the 
house once and set off the bidet upstairs, which 
caused a flood.’ James, whose famous scene in 
Fatal Attraction meant the term ‘bunny boiler’ 
was added to the OLD, isn’t terribly fond 
of this rabbit either. ‘He’s always saying, “It’s 
going in the pot! It’s going in the pot!”’ 

Letting the Chipping Norton house — for 
£9,000-£l4,000 a week, depending on the 
time of year — made Annabel think 
about other people’s houses. And so in 
2012, together with her friend Gael 
Boglione (who, with her husband, 
Francesco, owns Petersham Nurseries 
in Richmond), they launched 
Petersham Properties. On their books 
were Asthall Manor, the Mitfords’ 
old house in the Cotswolds, nearby 


Aynhoe Park, Broughton Hall in Yorkshire 
and Mount Stuart in Scotland, as well as 
clapboard houses in the Caribbean, villas in 
Italy and 50-people haciendas in Mexico. In a 
nutshell, it’s the poshest lettings agency you 
can imagine. Annabel tells one story about 
going to Majorca to scout out new houses. ‘I 
called a friend when I was there and I said, “I 
hear Michael Douglas has a house here,” and 
my friend said, “No, that’s not enough notice 
for this trip.” But no isn’t in my vocabulary 
and anyway, I told them my husband wrote 
Fatal Attraction, so a day later I’m up at 
Michael Douglas’s drinking champagne on the 
balcony’ She now looks after that property 
too, if you’re in the market for a trip to Deia. 

This year. Petersham Properties has 
morphed into Avenue Property, under 
Annabel’s sole control (with help from her 
daughter Ella, who works for her), with Gael 
concentrating on Petersham Nurseries. They’re 
still firm friends, Annabel says; they just wanted 
to focus on different aspects of the business. 
She takes at least three trips a month to inspect 
new properties and see if they’re up to scratch 
- Costa Rica is on her hit list, as are Hydra in 
Greece and Cuba, so expect Fidel Castro’s 
house to appear on her website any minute 
now. Otherwise, you’ll find her at home happily 
pottering in her kitchen, on the phone to foreign 
billionaires and planning parties while drinking 
her green juice, queen of all she surveys. □

liki Currimjee doesn’t 
immediately strike you as 
a poster girl for any sort of 
feminist movement. She’s 
the daughter of a baronet. 

She went to St Mary’s Caine 
and wears tailored silk shirts. 
And she grew up in a Welsh 
castle called Fonmon, in Barry Island, just south of 
Cardiff. But 1 8 months ago she inherited the castle, 
plus 800 damp acres of the surrounding countryside, 
despite being - shock horror - a woman! And so began 
her campaign to prove to the fustier elements of the 
British aristocracy that women are perfectly capable 
of running estates. ‘Whether you’re a man or a woman 
means absolutely nothing these days,’ she says. ‘I’m 
not a militant feminist, but it should NOT count against 
you if you’re a girl.’ 

The eldest of two daughters, Aliki, 38, always knew 
she would inherit the estate from her father. Sir Brooke 
Boothby, the 15th baronet, who handed over control 
in 20 1 3 and moved into a house a few miles away. 

‘We were sitting there eating cheese and drinking port 
at Christmas, and suddenly Dad disappears and 
comes back with the main key from the front door in 
a gold dish. And he presented it to me and said, “Aliki, 
this is now your heritage.” And there were tears. It was 
all very exciting.’ 

Parts of this Norman fortress have existed since about 
1200, when it was built to ward off any warmongering 
raiders. The estate has been owned by just two families 
- first by the St Johns, who built it and then, in the 
17th century, flogged it to Colonel Philip Jones (a Welsh 
military stooge of Oliver Cromwell’s), from whom 
the Boothby family are descended. So important was 
Jones that he was charged with organising Cromwell’s 
funeral in 1658. A copy of a merchant’s bill for the 
occasion sits on display in the castle’s entrance hall. 
Apparently, the event cost £1,573 and 1 1 shillings, 
which covered, among other things, ‘velvets, taffetas, 
gold tissue and serge’. Not so puritanical, then. 

Although the outside of the castle still looks pretty 
medieval - battlements, a tower, thick stone walls 
draped in ivy - its innards are somewhat different.

Tall windows throw light into the eight public rooms, 
which are shown on afternoon tours of the castle. These 
were largely created by one of Aliki s Georgian ancestors, 
a raffish chap called Robert. ‘He was quite a bon viveur, 
and he didn’t want to live in a grizzly Norman fort - 
he wanted a gentlemans residence. So he opened it all 
up, made it much more gracious and comfortable, and 
created the library’ 

How did he have the cash? ‘He married a Welsh 
heiress. And then he spent all her money redecorating.’ 
He also had a portrait of himself painted by Sir Joshua 
Reynolds, which now hangs in one of the two main 
drawing rooms — all rococo ceilings and gilt mirrors. 

These days, the castle also boasts two main dining 
rooms, one of which is lined with shelves and shelves 
of old pewter plates and silver salvers stamped with the 
family crest - a soldier’s mailed fist clutching a spear ^

<1 dripping with blood to denote Colonel Jones’s 
successes against Royalist forces during the Civil War. 

So far, so traditional. 

Not so, however, when it comes to the main hall, 
which is painted a vibrant orange - a nod to the decor at 
Woburn Abbey and to the Duke of Bedford’s family, 
from which Aliki’s mother, Georgiana, is descended. ‘It 
took 17 coats of paint to achieve the right shade,’ says 
Aliki. ‘In the end, my parents were so fed up with 
getting orange on their clothes that they painted the last 
few panels in the nude. Well, it was the Seventies.’ 

When Aliki took over, she modernised the 20 or so 
rooms of her own living quarters, located in a private 
section of the castle. ‘My parents redecorated in 1976, 
and it hadn’t been touched since,’ she says. ‘There was 
lots of lovely brown Formica. And bathrooms in pea 
green and avocado. But our children will probably 
look at us and say, “White bathrooms? What were you 
thinking? And what’s all this Elephant’s Breath?”’ She 
now has a cream kitchen and an adjacent sitting room 
with a beige sofa and armchairs covered with tartan 
wool from a shop in nearby Cowbridge. 

The other, more recent addition to the castle has 
been a second flagpole. Now fluttering over the castle 
on a breezy day are a Welsh flag and a stripy Mauritian 
flag, the latter in honour of Aliki’s husband, Riaz 
Currimjee, a private-equity financier whom she married 
in 2010 despite an unpromising beginning when the 
couple first met at a dinner party in London. ‘He told 
me that if we ever got married. I’d have to change my 
name, because Aliki means “c**t” in Creole.’ 

Not long after, on their first official date, at Automat 
on Dover Street, Aliki was nervous. ‘So I kept gabbling 
and going to the loo because of my nerves, and Riaz 
thought, “Oh, what a pity - she’s a nice girl but she 
obviously has this awful coke habit!”’

Happily, they now have a nine-month-old daughter 
called Aian and split their time between Fonmon, a flat 
in Bayswater and trips to Mauritius three times a year to 
see Riaz’s family. Aliki studied law at Exeter and then went 
into magazine publishing, but it s the castle that absorbs 
most of her energy now. ‘We’ve spent half a million, and 
we need another £2. 5m. Ifs the roof, it’s always the roof!’ 
says Aliki. ‘There are two sets of roof beams - the old one, 
from when the castle was built, and the new one. The 
new one is merely Georgian and the wood is crumbling, 
but to do major roof repair, you have to close to the 
public and that’s loss of income. People think we live in 
luxury, but we don’t. We lead a hand-to-mouth existence.’ 

Other things on Aliki and Riaz’s to-do list include 
furniture restoration, the cleaning of various paintings 
and the conversion of a stable block so they can throw 
weddings there instead of inside the house, as they do 
now. ‘The problem is wear and tear from weddings - at 
Christmas, someone from one party nicked the baby 
Jesus from our family crib. I think it’s terribly bad karma 
to steal baby Jesus.’

There’s just one final issue - although Aliki has the acmal 
keys to the castle, she won’t inherit the family title. ‘The 
castle and the title are separate, so I get all the responsibility 
of the estate, but the title goes to my father’s cousin 
George, who’s only got three daughters. So then it’ll go 
sideways again and it ends up in Australia with our 
cousin Bruce, who’s a really nice guy, but we don’t know 
him very well.’ ‘Prince George got rid of the problem, 
sadly,’ she adds, referring to the law of primogeniture, 
which still dictates that most British estates and titles are 
handed down to the eldest son - a bill to change the 
situation was shelved when the prince was born. ‘It sounds 
awful, but I sort of wish Charlotte had come first, because 
it would have pushed the issue.’ 

Baby steps, it seems, when it comes to feminism and 
the British aristocracy. But inroads are being made in this 
patch of South Wales. □

O K, the typical mans 

thoughts on sex in 1,000 
words, that’s my brief. 

Big subject, big ask - but 
I reckon I’m up to the job. 
Typical male attitude, 
right? And if I were to tell 
you that the reading speed of an averagely 
intelligent, averagely literate human being 
is about 250 words per minute, and that 
therefore 1 ,000 words tend to be done and 
dusted in around four minutes. I’m sure you 
will agree - given the subject in hand - that 
we’re looking at an apposite length of time. 
Erring on the generous side, even. 

Whatever, whenever, it proves my point: 
blokes can dispense with most matters, 
wide-ranging disquisitions on the act of love 
included, in shockingly (possibly frustratingly) 
short order. So let’s crack on. 

Allow me to set out the stereotypes. 
Correct me if I’m wrong - but, at 5 1, having 
been around the block a time or two, I don’t 
think I am - the received wisdom holds 
that (barring grievous injury or a particularly 
gripping sporting event on TV) we men 
basically want to have sex all the time. Any 
time. Not, I hasten to add (perish the 
thought), with anything in a skirt... and yet 
the record shows we aren’t that fussy either.

But we also want material 
comfort, property, respect, security, a measure 
of creative fulfilment. As do women. And 
like women, we are willing, in my experience, 
to sacrifice sexual adventure while we pursue 
these other goals. Thus, contrary to popular 
belief, in our late 20s, 30s and early 40s, 
striving for wealth, success and reputation 
as we are, sex matters rather less to us than 
it does at an earlier or later age. Also - ^ 
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<1 this should not be 
overlooked - when were 20, 
whatever we may lack in 
expertise, we can compensate 
for with energy and enthusiasm. 

And at 50, vice-versa. In my 
adolescence, I thought about 
sex all the time, and now, in 
middle age, career aspirations 
largely achieved (or their 
non-achievement reconciled), 

I do again. In between, not so 
much. I’ve seen a lot of surveys 
recently to the effect that 
couples in their 50s - and 60s 
and 70s, yay, bring it on - have 
more sex, more enjoyably, than 
couples in their 20s and 30s.

Everywhere that big cats are found they are at the top of 
their food chains.

FIRST STOP SAIGON 


There are two obsessions in Saigon (or Ho 
Chi Minh City, as it is officially known): 
scooters and food. The city has eight million 
people and six million scooters. Its also the 
mothership of street food. So the only way of 
exploring (and eating) our way around Saigon 
was from the back of a scooter, at dusk, when 
tiny stalls were set on the pavements and little 
dishes magicked up on single rings. 

Our guides to the very best secret foodie 
hangouts were the all-knowing Beverly and 
Three. In Vietnam, children are often known 
by numbers: families are enormous and its 
the number, not the name, that sticks. So our 
guide. Three, took us to our first stop, Mrs 
Eights place. This eighth child’s pho noodles 
were the business, served with a limed fish 
sauce and followed by bowls of delicate 
bun thit nuong - cotton-thin noodles with 
vegetables and tangy spiced pork. 

We scooted across to the strange, modernist 
structures around Turtle Lake, where women 
crouched low over their colourful creations: 
buttered rice-paper pancakes stuffed with quails’ 
eggs, spring onion and pork, and bap xao, 
salted corn sprinkled with powdered, sugared 
shrimp. Sounds peculiar; tastes amazing. 

Finally to Ngoi, a barbecue restaurant 
serving weird and sometimes wonderful 
morsels — deer, pork, shrimp (wonderful), 
chicken feet and pigs’ nipples (weird). We 
stopped short at the frog hotpot.

THE BOAT 


From the noise and chaos of the city to the calm of the river - and 
the newest way of exploring the waterways between Vietnam and 
Cambodia, the Aqua Mekong. You often hear boats being described 
as floating boutique hotels, but with thtAqua Mekong its actually true. 
This boat has state-of-the art EVERYTHING, including a spa and 
cabins that would give an Aman hotel a run for its money. The suites 
have glossy treacle-coloured wood floors, raw-silk throws, low, ^ 

soft-as-a-cloud beds and floor-to-ceiling windows, which means you 
don’t have to move a muscle to wallow in the watery views. 

Siam, the genius young Cambodian chef, cooked local food that 
changed as we crossed the border - crunchy prawn cakes, sour orange 
curry with river fish and water mimosa, Kampot pepper and mud crab 
with hot basil, all served on deck as we floated past misty shores and 
1 8 th-century temples. The other guests were a chatty, international 
lot (English, American, Belgian), and we’d sit together in the evenings, 
yakking away and knocking back the wine. It was very jolly. 

Each day we’d all clamber into wooden skiffs to whizz along ancient 
canals bedecked with blooming water hyacinths, to visit temples, homes 
and floating markets. Back on board, there were lectures, lazy hours 
on smart black sunloungers, dips in the pool, icy beers and chilli nuts. 
Or brilliant, strong massages in the little spa.

We passed dozens of traditional Vietnamese villages, where the 
canalside houses are built on stilts, perching above the water with 
rickety piers leading down for ablutions and suchlike. Each tiny 
village spills out onto the teeming river, where boats filled with cassava, 
mangoes and watermelons ply their trade, and they all have a factory, 
in the loosest sense of the word - fish farms, basket-weaving factories, 
coffin-makers or frog-breeders. We dropped by a rice factory in the Cai 
Be District, churning out artisan paper and vodka-like hooch. Sticky 
malt and ginger sweets were rolled onto giant tables and cut and folded 
into tiny, exquisite wrappings. 

We pootled along the water s edge on bicycles, visiting another 
village and its embroidery co-operative. Outside, fighting cocks with 
spurs bound to their legs practised for the upcoming championships, 
the local kids whooping their support. The last visit was to a fish 
farm floating in the middle of the canal, with women in sampan hats 
fanning themselves as they threw buckets of feed into big drums 
of spawning fry.

As we sailed across the border, the Mekong 
shifted and changed. Ancient temples suddenly 
poked their elaborate tops from between trees 
along the banks and small islands cropped 
up, all aflutter with nesting birds. We popped 
over to one called Koh Oknha Tey, to see 
local silk weavers spin dazzling threads into 
fabulous scarves and wraps at £3 a pop (we 
bought armfuls of the things). 

There was a brief pause to sip coconut 
water fresh from the trees, before we hopped 
into a tuk-tuk to tour the island farms and 
the Wat Khbal Koh, a vast yellow temple where 
boys are sent from the age of 12 to study 
everything from maths to religion. Part of their 
training is to learn the art of Dragon Boat 
racing, a fierce competition in which up to 
80 oarsmen row in brightly painted wooden 
boats. The races take place every November 
at the end of the monsoon, as they have done 
for more than 1 ,000 years. ^

WINGING IT 

We spent an afternoon zipping through the flooded lotus marshlands 
of the 1 8,000-acre Tam Nong bird sanctuary, past mangroves, pink 
waterlilies, snuffling water buffaloes and divebombing birds - great 
hornbills, pied kingfishers, painted storks and cormorants. 

Then, instead of heading straight back, we were taken to Koh 
Choram, a beautiful sandy spit of land, just as the flshermen were pulling 
in their nets: the crew set up throws, cushions and cocktails and we 
helped haul in the catch as the sun dipped below the horizon. 


ARRIVING IN

Drifting into Phnom Penh felt a little like 
arriving in Thirties Shanghai - teak riverboats 
with steamer chairs on deck ploughed back 
and forth before us as we anchored dockside. 
But the city itself, founded in the 15 th 
century, felt curiously European: wide 
boulevards, neat roundabouts. Belle Epoque 
colonial facades stained from the humidity, 
all leading down to the buzzing riverbank . 
where students sat outside cafes, smoking 
French cigarettes. ‘

The Russian market is famously full of fake 
everything, so if that’s what you want, knock 
yourself out.

You can buy just about anything 
here - lotus root, jackfruit, catfish and five 
types of writhing eels, should you wish. 



FIT FORA KING 
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The Cambodian royal family know how to live. Their remarkable 
palace dominates the city and its magnificent pitched roofs can 
be seen across town. They let you saunter around the grounds too, 
which is nice of them. The famous Silver Pagoda isn’t exactly a 
silver pagoda, but it does have a floor of dulled silver, lined with 
regimented rows of diamond and gold Buddhas. There are old elephant 
stables as well (now housing the loos, not elephants). 





If you want to feel like a very glamorous extra 
in a Poirot movie (without the grisly murders), 
opt for Raffles. We were met at the docks by 
a smart chauffeur and ushered into a blacked- 
out Mercedes that took off with fluttering 
flags. The hotel is breezy- white, colonial, 
beautiful - restored and spiffed and sparkling. 
The bedrooms in the main building have 
French windows that, flung open, reveal the 
turquoise pool below, where a lunch of pork- 
and-coriander spring rolls is served beneath a 
canopy of blossom. The famous Elephant Bar 
is the kind of place where you expect to find 
W Somerset Maugham propping up the bar 
(he was once a resident here); it serves the 
finest pisco sour this side of Lake Titicaca. □

Miami Beach is 100 this year, but

ICELAND 

There’s more to Iceland than 
volcanoes. For starters, have 
you ever wanted to sleep in a 
lighthouse? Of course you have. 
Make your way to the island’s 
southernmost tip, to the old 
Dyrholaey lighthouse near Vik, 
which looks more like a teeny 
castle and is currently a pop-up 
hotel (until 1 November). The 
decor is simple, minimal Nordic: 
wood floors and Icelandic wool 
throws. The private chef will cook 
up local delicacies/oddities like 
puffin (not for the faint-hearted 
— like flshy chicken), smoked 
trout and skyr (a sort of yoghurt) 
with crowberries. The views are 
stark and stunning: rocks, black- 
pebble beaches, moss, sea.

Stop staring, though - there’s things 
to do: ride an Icelandic horse (like 
a pony but with a better mane), 
nip behind the Seljalandsfoss 
waterfall, hop on a helicopter to 
swoop above Reykjavik or kick 
back in the outdoor geothermal 
pools at Laugarvatn Fontana Spa.

QATAR 

You probably think that Doha 
is basically Dubai. And yes, there 
are crazy-shaped high-rises and 
glittering sea and shiny-shiny 
hotels (and lots of traffic). But 
there’s also a hefty nod to the 
country’s heritage, which means 
- shock! - culture. So you can 
lounge by the pool at the palatial 
St Regis, but you can also mooch 
about the Museum of Islamic Art, 
spanning 1 ,400 years and housed 
in a cubic limestone marvel. You 
can have a very jolly Friday at the 
W Hotel’s all-day jazz brunch, 
but you can also stroll around a 
proper souk (convincingly rebuilt 
- feels like it’s been there for 
centuries), complete with its own 
falcon section, where you can buy 
everything you could ever need for 
you and your falcon, including 
a falcon. There’s desert dune- 
bashing, but also camel racing; 
beach reggae nights, but also a 
whacking great spa at the new 
(and alcohol-free) Banana Island 
Resort. OK, so spas aren’t that 
cultural. But you catch our drift.

SEOUL 

Move over, Hong Kong - Seoul’s 
THE stop-off if you’re eastward- 
bound. Karl Lagerfeld showcased 
his Chanel 2016 cruise collection 
here (and if it’s good enough 
for Karl...). Beautiful old 
buildings your thing? Of the five 
Grand Palaces built during the 
Joseon dynasty, Gyeongbokgung 
Palace is the one to visit, home to 
the National Folk and National 
Palace Museums, so you can swot 
up on Korean history. Snaffle up 
street food such as bindaetteok 
(mung-bean pancakes) at nearby 
Gwangjang Market. Into art? 
Whizz over to the Leeum Samsung 
Museum for traditional and 
modern Korean art. Next up, 
shopping: take the metro to 
Gangnam (yes, THAT Gangnam 
- it means south of the river’) to 
Apgujeong Rodeo Street, Seoul’s 
answer to Sloane Street, or stroll to 
Garosu-gil, with its cool boutiques 
and ginkgo-tree-lined streets.

[Tooth suggested that might amount to £200m. 
Mr Justice Mostyn found that Ruanne and 
Jack very nearly settled for £28. 5m in 2008] . 

He said it would be 1 8 months of litigation, 
possibly. I was not prepared to put Jack through 
the stress of that at his age. I had to weigh up 
my feelings of insecurity against the fact that 
I loved him and wanted to trust him - and I 
did trust him.’ So they remained together, in 
that large house in Regent’s Park. 

But however complicated their relationship, 
one thing was clear: Dellal had money, plenty 
of it. He told Ruanne he had a secret stash’, 
if he ever needed it. She believes it was £50m, 
which chimes with evidence given by James 
Woolf, Dellal’s long-term associate, in the recent 
High Court hearing. Dellal, he said, had £50m 
in cash dying around, doing nothing’. 

So where is the allegedly missing money? 
From the evidence given in court, Dellal used a 
company called Tatich Financing Inc, registered 
in Panama, to do a lot of his deals. He also had 
money in trusts. Ruanne believes control of 
the money was passed to his family, to exclude 
her from the scale of provision to which she 
says she was entitled as a wife. 1 am not 
desperate for more money,’ she says. ‘But I am 
angry. Two days — two days — after Jack died, 
a FedEx van arrived at my door, containing 
many boxes full of documents and papers 
relevant to me, the children and our domestic 
life with Jack. There was no agenda, no 
explanation as to how our lives all worked, 
just the papers.’ 

This was, she felt, a signal to her, a signal 
that she was being cut adrift from the rest of 


the family, because until then the Dellal family 
office - ‘the Firm’, as Jack called it - had 
always handled her affairs. ‘Although I have 
a university degree, I had not worked outside 
the home for 25 years and had no experience 
in the business world or in running our 
domestic administration. Jack did not like me 
involved, so our domestic administration took 
place from his office. Our lives were complicated, 
with three homes to run and staff, and I had 
no knowledge or experience of how it all worked. 
Now I was on my own [...] I was completely 
alone and in the dark. I can only think now, 
that was how Jack wanted it. And given what 
has happened in the last two years, it is probably 
how the rest of the family wanted it as well.’ 

Six months after Jack’s death, Ruanne adds, 
‘Guy called me to say he had sold the villa

[Cumberlege] and I should arrange for my 
furniture to be collected. I still don’t have 
that furniture and we no longer have our 
lovely French home.’ 

As she speaks of her deteriorating relationship 
with Dellal’s family, it becomes clear that while 
the court case concerns matters of business 
and of money, it is also intensely personal. ‘I 
nursed Jack; the children and I were with him 
right to the end. He would call for me four or 
five times a night. Although he had a carer, he 
wanted me with him. I adored him; I trusted 
him. I was loyal and faithful for 25 years and 
I did not deserve to be treated the way I have 
been treated.’ 

Ruanne believes Dellal arranged for his 
money to be moved out of her reach, and she 
has a document in her possession that, she says, 
shows he had precisely these same intentions 
when he married his first wife, Zehava Helmet. 
In his judgment, Mr Justice Mostyn refers to 
the document, a letter written by Dellal to his 


then business partner, Len Brown, just before 
his marriage to Helmet in 1952. 

Mr Justice Mostyn noted: ‘In it, he stated, 
“Please see to it that all my possessions in 
banks, etc and shares in (Allied Commercial) 
etc (go) to my sisters and their children, and 
mother (Charlotte Dellal) and the most 
Zehava receives is £1,000... This may sound 
a strange request. But DO IT.’” The judge 
added: ‘This is relied on by the claimant as 
showing that an abiding concern of Jack’s was 
to favour his own blood relations over those 
he happened to marry’ This letter was not 
considered to be valuable evidence by lawyers 
representing Guy Dellal and the other 
defendants. They argued before the judge that 
Ruanne had no prospect of winning her case, 
not least because she was already rich and 


a court was unlikely to award her any more 
money. It was for this reason, among others, 
that they wanted the case thrown out. 

The family, however, declined a request 
from Tatler for an interview; Guy Dellal’s 
solicitor, Ramona Mehta at Mishcon de 
Reya, said she did not think it appropriate for 
members of the family to talk about the 
ongoing litigation. But it is clear that a deep 
gulf now exists between the two sides. We 
also understand that Guy’s side of the family 
believes Dellal had properly taken care of 
Ruanne and their children. They cite the 
fact that Jack settled £ 10m each on Zack and 
Catherine via trust funds in 2008. But 
Ruanne claims this is a fraction of their due. 

‘I am the victim of a gross injustice,’ she 
says, a touch of stridency in her tone. ‘They 
talk about me inheriting property, art and 
jewellery and say I should be satisfied with 
that, but the fact is, they were already mine. 

I had no intention of litigating, but after Jack’s 
death I was advised by my accountant and 
tax lawyer that there were “irregularities” and 
that further investigations were necessary... 

Fm still mostly in the dark as to how the whole 
enterprise worked and where the money came 
from to fund our lives, although on the face 
of it I inherited all of Jack’s estate. I have been 
advised that what I inherited cannot have 
been all of Jack’s estate.’ 

So - can she win? Samantha Ewing, an 
expert on contentious trusts and probate 
litigation at law firm Thomas Eggar, says: 

‘A person with personal wealth can apply for 
further provision from their deceased spouse’s 
estate if they can show the Court that what 
they were left under a will was insufficient to 
maintain the lifestyle they previously enjoyed 
and expected to continue. If Mrs Dellal can 
show that Mr Dellal disposed of his assets 
with the intention of defeating her claim for 
financial provision, the Court is likely to order 
that some or all those assets be returned to the 
estate, leaving Mrs Dellal free to continue her 
claim for further provision.’ 

Ruanne will do this, although going to 
law was hardly her dream scenario: ‘I never 
wanted to bring this case. [But] when I looked 
into where the money was coming from, the 
mystery became deeper and I was advised 
to take action. I tried to discuss this with 
the family to avoid the unpleasantness and 
expense of litigation, but they have shown 
no desire to compromise or mediate. We 
have been totally abandoned and we feel 
isolated and alone.’ A further court hearing 
this summer may pave the way for a settlement 
— Ruanne says she is open to making a deal. 

But as the case drags on and costs mount, 
some may detect an unhappy whiff of 
Jarndyce V Jarndyce in Dellal v Dellal. □

ed is the best plaee to appreeiate the glorious groin- and bar- 
rel-vaulted stone eeihngs that feature throughout Essentis 
Properties’ masserie ( 7 ). Just like the original ‘fortified farm- 
houses’ that are unique to southern Italy, eaeh slab of stone is 
hand-eut by artisans. Essentis has its own stonemason 
aeademy and quarry of pietra leeeese, the fine-grained, ereamy-yeUow 
limestone that earned Leeee its sobriquet ‘Baroque Florenee’. The eontrastingly 
mstie masserie, ‘provide a sanetuary for ekents who are mnning away from the 
jet set. In a eentury of deeadenee, one of the privileges of wealth is to enjoy the 
simple Mfe.’ A phkosophieal opportunist, Franeeseo Carlueei launehed Essentis 
in 2007, ‘just as the erisis started. We’ve sinee developed 27 masserie in Puglia, 
seen our priees triple and seeured the area’s top €20 million sale. Now Puglia has 
peaked, we are putting Matera on the map!’ Best known for its eave homes that 
reeeived UNESCO World Heritage status in 1993 and eelebrity eaehet with 
Mel Gibson’s The Passion of Christ the provinee stars in Ben-Hur next year and is 
to be 20 1 9’s European Capital of Culture. Rated the safest plaee in Italy Matera 
eombines a great elimate from Mareh to November, good eonneetions to the 
eoast and panoramie views. Ineorporating hilltops and olive groves, the Essentis 
plots, ‘are all within 10 minutes of an histone town but in the middle of 
nowhere’. Prieed from €2.5 million, eaeh masserie is bespoke and inherently 
individual. ‘We’re not into gated estates. You ean sleep with the door open here.’

Most have a private pool in 
their garden; all enjoy direct access to the beach or a private berth attached to the 
property Located at the crossroads of three continents, Cyprus is the newest 
superyacht destination in the Eastern Mediterranean. Operated and managed 


by Camper & Nicholsons, Limassol Marina provides berths for 650 yachts and 
has already welcomed vessels of 88m and 97m. For those who’ve left their yacht 
at home, Sunseeker has also opened here. 

Over 180 miles off the coast of North Africa, the European island of Tenerife 
enjoys the best of both continents. Yet despite its super-sunny sub-tropical 
climate and fiscal advantages, Tenerife may not be somewhere you’d aspire to 
own a holiday home. . . until now The Abama Euxury Residences are being 
built on a former banana plantation on the island’s west coast. The 400-acre 
resort is already home to the Ritz-Carlton Abama hotel; a five-star edihce with 
no fewer than 10 fabulous restaurants (two with three Michelin stars between 
them), seven swimming pools, a spa, beach club, tennis academy with seven 
courts and a David Thomas-designed 1 8-hole, par- 7 2 golf course complete with 
22 lakes and 25,000 palm trees. Abama property owners will automatically 
enjoy discounted access to these amenities, in addition to their own private 
facilities. The opening of an ocean-facing owners’ Social Club with a restaurant, 
swimming pool and gym coincides with the completion and occupation of the 
first phase of 24 apartments. Built to a Moorish design, the second phase of 
one-, two- and three-bedroom apartments all have large alfresco terraces and 
start from €350,000. Alternatively the eight Bellevue AfUas are detached turnkey 
properties with three or four bedrooms and views over the 8th tee to the Atlantic 
beyond. Wtith four sold, they cost from €1.65 million. For those who would 
design their own dream retreat, Abama’s Custom AfUa Plots, which start from 
€300,000, all sport glorious golf and sea views. The bespoke brigade should 
allow €2 million plus.
